JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Nov. 7.— 


| (P)—Forewarned, the Florida gull 
| coast today awaited a tropical storm

BALTIMORE, Nov. 7.—(#)—The

industry—today was held to be in- 
valid “in its entirety.” 

Federal District Judge William C. 


Coleman ruled to that effect and in 


those words 1n instructing the trustees 


of the American States Public Service 
Company to treat the act as “invalid 


and of no effect.” 
Announcement in New York that an 


-appeal would be taken apparently 


headed the case toward the supreme 
court of the United States. 
Judge Coleman took the position 


| that congress “flagrantly exceeded its 


lawful power” under the constitution 
in enacting the measure by which 
elimination of most of the holding 
companies in the nation’s vast utilities 
network was sought. 

Four-Point Attack. 


Assailing the new law on four main 


grounds, he described it as “grossly 
_ arbitrary, unreasonable anid capri- 


cious’’-and of such nature that it was 


‘impossible to separate from the in- 
'valid sections and put inte effect 
parts of the act, “if any, as otherwise 
might be valid.” 


The judge held that there was no 
collusion between counsel for parties 


who .ttacked the act and those who 


defended it in the court. The charge 


of collusion had been leveled by at- 


torneys for the government and for 
the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, which imtervened in the proceed- 
ings as “friends of the court.” 

Included in the counsel attacking 
the act was John W. Davis, 1924 dem- 
ocratic nominee for president. 

High government attorneys hefd that 
since the government entered the case 
as a “friend of the court” it could 
not appeal from Judge Coleman's 
opinion. They said the only party able 
to appeal was Bureo, Inc., a Dela- 
ware company formed to protect rights 
of bondholders of the American States 
Public Service Company. Burco ap- 
peared as defendant in the case, up- 
holding the constitutionality of the 
act. 

Appeal in Prospect. 

Ralph P. Buell, attorney for Burco. 
Ine., said in New York he had in- 
structed Hayward Hamilton, of Bal- 
timore, associate counsel, to prepare 
an appeal: 

The Public Service Company filed 
in receivership under the federal 
bankruptcy act more than a year ago 
and trustees were appointed for its 


reorganization. The trustees contended. 


in their attack on the act, that com- 
pliance with its provisions would 
make plans for reorganization impos- 
sible of completion. 

Several plans for the reorganization 
were pending before Judge Coleman 
and the trustees asked him for a ru! 
ing as to whether they should reg- 
ister with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, as required by the 1935 
act. In questioning fhe advisability 
of such’ registration, the trustees 
questioned the constitutionality of the 
act.

STRANGE DISCOVERIES 


TO BE TOLD BY BRYD | 


In the antarctic microscopic life | 
teems in water melted from ice that 
has been frozen there for thousands | 
of years, Admiral Richard E. Byrd 


discovered on his last expedition. 
Many such interesting discoveries he 
will describe when he lectures in the 
Fox theater next Monday. 

He found, for instance, that beds 
of coal lie beneath the ice and snow 
within 180 miles of the south pole; 
that under glaciers lie supplies of use- 
ful ores, such as copper, and that 
new lichens and mosses abound in the 
nunataks of Antarctica, when snow 
recedes from the rocks. He also found 
that weather at the south pole af- 
fects the entire southern hemisphere 
and that many birds must fly as far 
as 100 miles to find food for their 
young for one day.

BERLIN, Nov. (P)—Germapy, 
with an arms embargo already in ef- 
fect against Italy and Ethiopia, an- 
noupeed today she would take steps 
to pagvent war profiteering. 

“We are willing to halt extraordi- 

ing 
nary purchases of foodstuffs, but we 
hope to go on with normal trade,” ex- 
plained a foreign office spokesman. 

“Germapy definitely will not act the 
art of a war profiteer in the Italo- 
Etbioniss conflict,’ said the govern- 
ment mouthpiece, Diplomatische Poli- 
tische Korrespondenz, 

“To do so would be contrary to her 
declared policy, which is directed by 
a full sense of responsibility and by a 
desire for peace.”

“1. The question as to the validity 
of the public utility act has been 
directly agd properly raised. ‘There 
has been no collusion between the 
parties. There a real and not 
fabricated conflict of parties and in- 
terests. There is nothing premature 
about ‘the proceedings. On the 
trary, there is an actual, pressing 
need for a prompt ruling upon the 
act’s validity, because of the fast- 
approaching date when the act, witb 
its multifarious, drastic requirements, 
becomes effective,’ and because un- 
til such ruling is had, it cannot be 
determined whether the pending re- 
organization proceedings are a futil- 
ity, or should be progressed to a con- 
clusion as this court has directed 

Invali®in Entirety. 
The public utility act is in- 
valid in its entirety for the follow- 
Ing reasons: : 

“(a) Congress, by its enactment 
has flagrantly exceeded its lawful 
power under the commerce clause ot 
the constitution in that the provi- 
sions of the act are, neither by their 
express language nor by any reason- 
able implication, capable of being 
restricted to the regulation of pub- 
lic utility holding companies and 
their subsidiaries or affiliates, when 
engaged in interstate commerce or in 
transactions that directly affect or 
burden interstate commeree, ‘The 
act aims to regulate virtually every- 
thing that such companies do, intra- 
state as well as interstate. All of 
the companies before the court are 
embraced within the act's provisions,

VICTORY IN KENTUCKY 
19 HAILED BY RUSSELL 


Re-election of Roosevelt by 
Big Majority Predicted 
by Senator.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Nov. 7.— 
(7)}—Asserting the election of a demo- 
cratic governor in Kentucky was a 
“vote of confidence” in the national 
administration, Senator Richard B. 
Russell Jr., tonight predicted re-elec- 
tion of President Roosevelt next year 
by “one of the greatest majorities ever 
given a president.” 

The senator ridiculed “hobgoblins’”’ 
of “radicalism” and “dictatorship” 
which he said had been raised by op- 
ponents of the “New Deal” and added, 


“we have a more democratic govern- 


ment today than ever before.” 

Senator Russell described the Roose- 
velt problem of submitting New Deal 
legislation to a yearly vote of the farm- 
ers aS an example of the democracy 
of the administration. 

Speaking at a Kiwanis club meet- 
ing, Russell said, “One of the most 
popular hobgoblins raised by the op- 
ponents of the administration is that 
our constitution is in danger and 
that an underhand power, guided by 
the President, seeks to strike down 
the palladium of American liberties.” 

“They raise the cry, ‘Let’s have the 
constitution in the’name of Jefferson- 
ian democracy.’ Yet they seem to for- 
get that the first amendments pro- 
posed to the constitution were pro- 
posed by Thomas Jefferson himself. 
I doubt if any president ever was 
attacked more vigorously than was 
Thomas Jefferson on the charge of 
violation of the constitution. Jeffer-

There will be quite a lot of football played way down yonder 
in New Orleans on Saturday afternoon when those Bulldogs 
from Georgia go after the Tulane eleven. 

There always is a lot of football played in those games. One 
would almost think the boys didn’t care for one another. They 
put a lot of dash and paprika into it all the way. 


And usually there is some dazzling feature in the game or 
some football player who distinguishes himself beyond expecta- 
tions. 


The records show they began that way. Harry 
Talbot, of Tulane, picked up a blocked kick to score a 
touchdown and tie Georgia in the first game between 
the two teams. That was in 1919. 


Georgia’s national championship challenge of 1927 saw the 
Tulane team defeated handily and the Georgians had enough 
left in 1928 to win. 


Tulane was undefeated all the 1929 season. The

A 
sophomore named Don Zimmerman got going for Tulane and 
Georgia couldn’t stop him. He was a nervous kid that day. 
Fainted after he scored the first touchdown so great was his 
nerve tension. Tulane won 25 to O. 


That 1931 game was a game. It packed the stadium 
at Athens. It was a larger crowd even than the one 
which saw Georgia beat Yale at Athens in 1929. At 
mid-November both teams were undefeated and untied. 
The winner was to get the Rose Bowl bid. Georgia 
had beat Yale and N. Y. U. and was going strong. The 
famous sophomores of 1929 were seniors. 


This time Tulane had Vernon (Lefty) Haynes, who ap tel 
enough football to win a 20-to-7 victory for Tulane. A pass | 
attack did it. Haynes couldn’t miss them that day. 

Don Zimmerman and Cy Grant were the stars of the 

1932 game which Tulane won, 34 to 25. It was a grand 

scoring game for both teams. 

The next year saw Georgia end the string of defeats by | 
beating Tulane, 26 to 13, in a great offensive game. These 
two teams always put on a scoring show. 

Last year Tulane led, 7 to 0, until the final two 
minutes of play. Maurice Green passed to Henry 
Wagnon for a touchdown and John:Bond missed the 
point. Georgia was about to score again when the 
whistle ended the game. 

The game this year finds both teams with an offense. It 
should be a steamy session down there Saturday afternoon.
